Emergency Bloat in Dogs 


Bloat is a condition in large-breed dogs otherwise known as Gastric 
Dilation and Volvulus (GDV). A GDV is an emergency condition 
requiring deep-chested dogs, such as Newfoundlands and Great Danes, 
but any large breed dog can develop the condition. As the terminology 
suggests, the stomach fills with gas and fluid and actually twists on itself. 
This limits blood flow to the stomach and spleen. Ifleft too long, the tissues 
are deprived of oxygen and they begin to die, allowing bacteria into the 
bloodstream 

» | So how can you recognize that your dog has a GDV? A common history 
SF is a dog that has a period of busy activity after a large meal. Within minutes 
to hours, they become depressed, sometimes weak, and develop a 
distended, bloated abdomen. Sometimes they retch or attempt to vomit 
dinsuccessfully. Once you recogize these signs, you must get your dog to 
your veterinarian as soon as possible to give the best chance of successful 
treatment. Not all dogs with GDV will have this specific history; any dog 
with a bloated abdomen should be treated as an emergency! 

GDV requires shock treatment and surgery. During surgery, the stomach 
is untwisted and then attached to the body wall to keep it in place, 
preventing any recurrence. You can minimize the risk of GDV in your 
dog by feeding three, small meals a day and limiting activity for thirty 
minutes after they cat

We 
know the prospect of earning 
income for the farm from wind 
power leases is an attraction, but 
our research has resulted in a 
number of red flags farmers need 
to consider. 

First and foremost, farmers 
should always seek legal advice. 
They are being asked to sign a 
long and unique landlord-ten- 
ant agreement that could have 
many pitfalls. j 

Farmers should consider ask- 
ing the wind power company 
to have to have the agreement 
reviewed by a lawyer familiar 
with property rights. If the busi- 
ness wont pay the costs of such 


a lawyer working for a group of 
farmers in the areas, it may not be 
a good company for the farmer 
to deal with. 


Any agreement should have 
a clause that stipulates that the 
agreement cannot be trans- 
ferred by the wind company to 
any person or company with- 
out approval from the farmer. 
A reputable company might be 
expected to pay the farmer a fee 
for the privilege of transferring a 
lease. This should be spelled out 
in the agreement. _

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
95 years. The technology is new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock.

(Matins), Midday (Midi) 
and 6.00 p.m. (Vespers). These 
bells were later called the “Ave 
Maria” bells or the “Angelus” In 
Britain ‘Midi’ was called “None” 
or noon as it is today.

Bovine Viral Diarrhea (BVD) 


Any good cattle vaccination program is aimed primarily at BVD 
prevention. Other diseases such as shipping fever and leptospirosis are 
terrible, but BVD has the greatest potential for devastating herd losses 
As the name implies, BVD can cause bad scours. It can also cause 
reproductive problems from irregular heats to abortions. Calves with 
“textbook” BV D have high fevers, red. runny cyes and nose, sore mouths, 
no appetite, signs of pneumonia, and profuse diarrhea. Most cattle recover 
from BVD but in severe cases, 10-20% of the herd can die. 

Persistently Infected (PI) or carrier animals make BVD hard to control. 
Pl calves contract BV D before birth, but they look normal. They shed huge 
numbers of BVD throughout their life. Although many PI calves look 
unthrifty and die young, up to 50% of PI animals reach breeding age in 
excellent condition. Their offspring will also be PL. Most vaccination 
programs include modified live vaccines for young animals then killed or 
MLV for adult cows. Some animals may be missed if they are not old 
enough at processing, ensure they get protected this year too. 

BVD is spread between animals by manure, or through runny eyes or 
nose, coughing or sexual contact. Dirty boots, barn brooms, livestock 
trucks can also spread BVD from farm to farm since the virus can survive 
in the environment. 

Every few years we get a BVD wake-up call. Take the chance to review 
your biosecurity and vaccine programs to protect your herd. Please call 
Campbellford Veterinary Services for more information.

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
95 years. The technology is new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock. 


Highly Technical Machine. The high-pressure components for our machines have 
come directly from the oil fields.

The cost of 
drilling a new well can be considerable, with no guarantee of increasing the present 
GPM. To increase our success to 99%, we have developed a system called a double 
packer, where we can isolate a zone 12-20 ft. by blocking an area top and bottom, 
then put a pipe with holes in it between our packers. No pressure can go beyond the 
two packers. This allows us to open up more areas in the wells called aquifers. This 
system can also be used in wells where an area of bad water exists. We can go above 
and below where good water is found. For example, if salt or sulphur is found at the 
bottom of a well it can be plugged up and we can fracture nearer the top in the rock 
where water quality is better.

“We needed to get a little 
more awareness out that heart 
and stroke disease is just as 
prevalent in women. It's not 
just a man’s disease,” says area 
co-ordinator Michelle Spry. 

The Mother-Daugther Walk 
is in its 11th year nationally 
-- it's fourth year in a row at 
Beavermead in Peterborough 
-- and is the only communi- 
ty-based event of its kind in 
Canada targeting heart-health 
conscious women and their 
families. Last year’s walk raised 
$3 million nationwide. 

“It has grown over the years. 
We see a lot of familiar faces 
and we see a lot of families.” 

Participants are encouraged 
to enter community teams and 
organizers provide a special 
team site where they can work 
on their banners. 

“I think women are start- 
ing to realize they are just as 
at risk and are doing things to 
turn that around,’ Ms. Spry 
says. | 

Almost 40 per cent of Cana- 
dians will develop some form 
of heart disease or stroke and 
statistics indicate that 42 per 
cent of Canadian women are 
obese, two million smoke, 60 
per cent are inactive and 57 
per cent of all women consume 
less than the recommended 
daily amount of fruits and 
vegetables. 

“It is something that women 
need to be concerned about,’ 
Ms. Spry says. “It is really se- 


oghe 
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rious and they should pay at- 
tention to it and look at their 
lifestyle and things they can 
control. There are a lot of 
things (you can do) to low- 
er your risks,

events is to help people learn

A prime example of those 
risks is national Mother- 
Daugther spokesperson Sarah 
Dicresce who recently moved 
to Peterborough.

_ A blood clotting disorder 
went undetected for five years 
causing the heart attack.

Her co-op placement 
was with the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation and during the 
internship she decided to tell 
her story to school groups and 
other organizations. 

“Coming close to death 
caused me to develop a deeper 
appreciation for life and so I 
have tried to make every day 
since count,’ Sarah says. “My 
heart was so badly damaged it 
couldn't beat normally”

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the past 15 years, such as a 
50% reduction in phosphorus 
loads to the bay from sewage 
-. treatment plants. 

Nonetheless, it has been 
known for some time that con- 
trolling and limiting sources 
of phosphorus from shore- 
line municipalities is cru- 
cial to the health of the Bay 
of Quinte. While the major- 
ity of the phosphorus over- 
load comes from tributary 
rivers, the critical phospho- 
rus that upsets and damages 
the aquatic ecosystem comes 
mainly from urban centres 
right on the Bay, during the 
low flows of summer when it 
is not flushed away. A Phos- 
phorus Management Plan is 
a real necessity. 

Barry Burns, a senior Water 
Assessment Engineer with the 


Ministry-of the Environment 
(MOE) in Kingston, has been 
engaged to lead and develop 
this plan. One of Mr. Burns’ 
major MOE assignments was 
a 3-year term as Project En- 
gineer for the Deloro Mine 
Site Cleanup. 

His professional creden- 
tials also include a strong 
background in freshwater 
issues with an emphasis on 
the setting of standards and 
approvals. He is impressed 
with how far the municipali- 
ties have already come vis a 
vis phosphorus management, 
and stresses that a genuine, 
working partnership is the 
only way to achieve a plan that 
will satisfy both ecological and 


economic concerns. 


BQ-RAP is about to em- 
bark on a new multi-year work 
plan, and the goal is to move 
the Bay of Quinte from Area 
of Concern status to Area in 
Recovery. The development 
and implementation of a phos- 
phorus anagement plan will go 
a long way toward achieving 
that goal. Consultations will 
begin in the months ahead, 
led by Mr. Burns who is head- 
quartered at MOE'’s Eastern 
Region in Kingston.

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
95 years. The technology is new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock. 


Highly Technical Machine. The high-pressure components for our machines have 
come directly from the oil fields. The machine produces over 6000 psi (pounds per 
square inch) and pumps up to 200 GPM (gallons per minute), creating an extremely 
high pressure in the well. The extreme high pressure opens blocked water veins, 
producing a higher output well. By fracturing an existing drilled well, we can 
improve the flow of the well, even if the well is considered dry, or has gone dry after 
many productive years. To fracture an existing well, there is no mess of digging up 
lawns or cutting asphalt driveways to hook up pump in new wells. The cost of 
drilling a new well can be considerable, with no guarantee of increasing the present 
GPM. To increase our success to 99%, we have developed a system called a double 
packer, where we can isolate a zone 12-20 ft. by blocking an area top and bottom, 
then put a pipe with holes in it between our packers. No pressure can go beyond the 
two packers. This allows us to open up more areas in the wells called aquifers. This 
system can also be used in wells where an area of bad water exists. We can go above 
and below where good water is found. For example, if salt or sulphur is found at the 
bottom of a well it can be plugged up and we can fracture nearer the top in the rock 
where water quality is better.

She also moni- 
tored the victim's condition 
throughout and cleared her 
airway of blood on several 
occasions. On the arriv- 
al of the ambulance, Ms. 
Krasnowski gave a con- 
cise, detailed description 
of the victim’ s condition 
and continued to assist with 
placing her on a backboard 
until’on-duty paramedics 
took over. 

Cst. Donohoe was the first 
officer at the scene and Cst. 
MacKinlay arrived a mo- 
ment later. The two officers 
helped stabilize the victim as 
she was placed on the back- 
board and then assisted with 
lifting the victim out of the 
water and onto a stretcher. 
Cst. MacKinlay also con- 
ducted a secondary assess- 
ment of the victim and took 
her vital signs. The victim 
was taken to hospital in Bel- 
leville, Ontario. Although 
she suffered no injuries, she 
was suffering from the ef- 
fects of drowning and was not 
expect to survive for more 
than a few hours.

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well.

Stirling and Campbellford 
stations will provide early 
flood warnings 


Lower Trent Conservation 
(LTC) has expanded its flood 
addition of three new automatic 
streamflow recording stations. 
The new stations are part of 
a province-wide, multi-year 
program aimed at upgrading a 
network that will not only ad- 
dress flood protection but also 
assist with monitoring fisher- 
ies, low flow and groundwater 
conditions. 

Conservation Authorities 
throughout Ontario are re- 
sponsible for providing early 
warning of flood emergencies 
to municipalities and the public. 
Close to 200 news sites will be 
added across the Province over 
a four-year period to enhance 
the Surface Water Monitoring 
Network. 

The network, funded jointly 
by the federal and provincial 
governments, assists numerous 


agencies with fulfilling public 
health and safety mandates re- 
lated primarily to navigation, 
hydro power development and 
flood control. The federal/pro- 
vincial cost-share agreement 
is a partnership between t he 
Ministry of Natural Resourc-

How to Find a Reliable Sweep While 
Protecting Yourself and Your Home 


Just like vehicles, chimneys 
require regular maintenance 
for safety and proper function. 
Unfortunately, too often these 
days, the professional recom- 
mendations of chimney sweeps 
are viewed with suspicion. This 
is often the result of consum- 
er alert stories that highlight 
a few bad apples taking ad- 
vantage of unsuspecting ho- 
meowners. 

This situation concerns Sooty 
Bob, a.k.a. Bob Daniels, chim- 
ney safety authority and pres- 
ident of HomeSaver, Inc., a 
manufacturer of chimney lin- 
ers, dampers and caps. “Chim- 
ney sweeps are trained experts 
who perform a valuable service 
to help protect residents and 
property,’ notes Sooty Bob. 
“Their advice should be taken 
seriously. But it should also be 
challenged so that the end result 
is a positive experience.” 

In order to feel confident 
about choosing a reliable sweep 
as well as moving ahead with 
any prescribed chimney re- 
pairs, Sooty Bob advises peo- 
ple to: 

« Ask for References. Finda 
chimney sweep through recom- 
mendations from friends and 
neighbors. Chimney sweeping 


is a technical industry. Sweeps 
can go to school at the Chim- 
ney Safety Institute of America 
(CSIA) Technology Center in 
Indianapolis and learn profes- 
sional inspection techniques 
according to the standards 
set by the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association (NFPA). 
Bob's company, HomeSaver, 
also works to educate chimney 
sweeps and consumers about 
safety issues and repairs asso- 
ciated with chimneys. 

« Check Credentials. Veri- 
fy the credibility of the sweep 
through the CSIA (www.csia. 
org) or the National Chimney 
Sweep Guild (NCSG) (www. 
ncsg.org). Both offer resources 
on sweeps in areas throughout 
North America. Check for busi- 
Chamber of Commerce or the 
Better Business Bureau. 

« Verify Recommendations. 
Ifa sweep recommends service, 
ask him or her for a way to ver- 
ify the service's necessity. Many 
sweeps offer a video scan of a 
chimney for a charge, which 
can be money well spent. Or, 
have them describe the prob- 
lem in a report. 

« Determine Level of Urgen- 
cy. Ask the sweep to indicate 


the level of urgency associated 
with the repair. Look for tech- 
nical feedback about any safety 
risks, long-term repercussions 
or health hazards. 

Be Smart. Investigate pos- 
sible repairs via the Internet. 
The CSIA and the NFPA (www. 
nfpa.org), as well as the Hearth, 
Patio & Barbecue Association 
(www.hpba.org), offer great tips 
to help educate fireplace own- 
ers. The CSIA also offers edu- 
cational brochures that explain 
various chimney services. 

Additionally, HomeSaver 
offers an online resource for 
consumers seeking chimney 
service professionals. It can 
be found at www.homesaver. 
com. The service provides in- 
formation on sweeps that sell 
HomeSaver products, as well 
as indicates if they are a mem- 
ber of the NCSG or certified 
by the CSIA. 

* Double Check. Before dis- 
counting a diagnosis, consider 
a second opinion.

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using Water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
95 years. The technology is new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock.

Consumers should inspect the 
duct work and venting of their 
heating systems. Look for cracks 
or dpenings around the flue or 
vent pipes. If you find signs of 
rust, it may be the result of exces- 
or vent which can be caused by 
an improperly adjusted burner. 
In this case, call a professional 
to have the burner adjusted and 
to make any repairs. 

Any heating system inspec- 
tion by a consumer should in- 
dude checking the blower motor 
and fan as well as examining the 
blower belts, if any, for signs of 
wear. A qualified repairperson 
should replace them if they are 
cracked or frayed. The burner 
chamber and pilot also need to 
be cleaned. 

When homes are cleaned, 
GAMA advises that dust, lint, 
animal hair, etc. be vacuumed 
from all registers, vents and base- 
board heaters. While working 
with registers, remember that 
heat will rise up through the 
house so upper floor registers 
can be closed in the winter and 
opened in the summer to allow 
cool air to descend. If ceiling fans 
are used, reverse the cycle from 
summer, and point the draft up- 


ward to improve the circulation 
of warm air in the room. You 
can also clean and adjust ther- 


mostats for a change in season. 


Also, check the chimney for bird 
or squirrel nests, leaves or loose 
brick, which can obstruct its air 
flow and prevent proper venting 
of the gas appliances. 

With rising heating costs, 
GAMA recommends that con- 


door frames, and add weather 
stripping to doors and windows.
